The Boston Herald warmly approves 


She plan to allow the Prasident to veto 
asperate items of an appropriation bill, 
mod says: "Let the people demand of 
A3ougress an opportunity of roting upon 
an amendment to the Constitution giv- 
ing to th»ir President a seperate Teto 
jiower." The people ooald not rote on 
em amendment to the Federal Constitu- 
tion without an amendment giving them 
that power. Federal amendments must 
be ratified either by tbe State Legisla- 
tures or by conventions in the btatu, as 
Congress nay direct. 


Mr. Peters (Rep., Ka*.) is opposed 


to tbe principle of the Hoar Presiden- 
tial Sucoessioa bill: "I object to any 
snan who has not been voted opon di- 
teotly or indirectly by the people for 
that position being placed in the line of 
the Presidential succession. When the 
Legislature of a State elects a Senator, 
it has in view the possibility that that 
Senator may become tba President pro 
tern, of the Senate, and, in a certain 
contingency, acting President of tbe 
United States. When tke people of a 
State elect a Representative in Congress 
they have it in contemplation that that 
fiepretentativo may become Speaker, 
»nd, in a certain contingency, acting 
President of tbe United States. But 
this plan of putting Cabinet officers— 
persons selected at will by one man, 
•without consultation with the people— 
in tbe line of the Presidential succession 
was not in my;opiuion, contemplated by 
the founders of the Government." 


A di«t Wlab Cleveland. 


President Cleveland talked an hour 


with a Californian Monday afternoon. 
The conversation took in a wide range 
of political subjects. Cleveland said 
that he had read the comments of the 
San Francisco papers on his messages 
and liked tbe wholesome tone of the 
articles. Hb said that he did not expect 
his views on silver to be received with 
favor on the Pacific Coast. 
Speaking 


of tbe Mugwumps he said, that while 
some of them held impracticable views, 
yet they were a good element to have 
with a party, as they brought moral 
support to it. He said it was a very 
hard matter to set aside old politicians, 
who had worked long and'earnestly for 
tbe party, when they were applicants 
for places and appoint those who took 
less interest in the success of the or- 
ganization, yet it often happened that 
the public interests demanded that the 
old politicians should be ignored. It 
was evident from tbe conversation that 
Cleveland is looking ah««d-to J1888, He 
certainly wishes to be the nominee of 
the party. The Californian aUaded to 
Hill as nursing a boom for the Presi- 
dency, and the President replied: "Yes, 
they are talking of him." 


Nrw 
TOBK, December 26. — John 


Thompson, tbe venerableTresidentof the 
Chase National Banlj, is » pronounced 
silver advocate, and he is perhaps the 
only officer In a national bank in New 
York of whom that can be said. Spaak- 
ing to « reporter he said: "I 
stand 


alone in this matter among the national 
bank officers of this city, bat it is not 
the first time I have stood alone on 
financial questions. When I >»as work- 
ing tooth and nail to get the present 
•ystem established I stood alone. There 
was not another banker in New York 
who would havf anything to do with it. 
Again, when I organized the First Na- 
tional Bank of New York no one would 
touch the stock,, and I was forced to 
take it a'll in ray own family. 
Myself 


and two sons and sons-in-law held the 
stock, and we brought in one outsider 
with ten shares to give us the flve Direc- 
tors neeassary to organize. So it was 
when ve issued the first national nit* 
Again I stood alone. The New York 
Clearing-house held a big meeting to 
talk over the matter, aud after a full 
discussion decided to have nothing to 
do with such money. They have changed 
their minds sinoo then." laughed Mr. 
Thompson. 


"On this silver question, " Mr. Thomp- 


son went on, "I ooutend that neither 
precious metal ean be thrown into mer- 
chandise instead of being continued a» a 
money metal, without causing s'.agna- 
tiou, depression, and a final monetary 
revolution. 
Doubling the purchasing 


power of a menetized metal causes cor- 
responding cheapening of all property, 
including silver, and bringing debtors, 
as a general thing, to bankruptcy. It 
is indisputable that the sold output of 
the world is diminishing. My views 
are that there will be a desperate inter- 
national effort for the possession of 
gold, and there will not be gold enough 
to go around on which to sustain specie 
payments. 
Whea the silver of the 


world is degraded to mere merchandise 
one-balf the precious metal foundation 
for sustaining specie payment disap- 
pears, and the idea that the other half 
will be adequate is preposterous." 
^ "Do you think other New York bank- 
ers will eventually oome to your views 
on this subject?" 


"They can't help it. Manifest des- 


tiny is on my side. The idea that when 
this comes there 
will 
bfi 
financial 


trouble, is prepoBterous, for the banks 
will have gold to count in their resour- 
ces and have silver certificates to use 
over their counters. 
This may be 


termed an inflation and warding off of 
panie, whereas being restricted to the 
single gold standard will quite likely 
bring on stringency, and make troub- 
lous times." 


"Do you favor free coinage ot sil- 


ver?" 


"I do, emphatically, and I as emphati- 


cally favor the issue of silver notes, in 
•mall denominations, against the silver 
deposited in the Treasury, MO no Ameri- 
can may be compelled to carry coin, 
whether gold or silver." 


"Do yon think tbe present Congress 


will stop the coinage oi silver?" 


"I do not. The President has been 


c&ptnred by tbe bauk officers, it in trni>, 
and they have impressed him with their 
views until he ban put his foot into it, 
but vre etill have strength enough to 
keep silver where it is." 


T-.ylu» tl>* Milk. Oiet. 


Senator 
Miller is 
suffering 
from 


Bnght's disease of the kidney* which 
was probably aggravated by the enor- 
mous quantities of quinine with which 
he was doeed by his California doctors. 
He is now in Washington, taking a milk 
diet, which proved so beneficial in the 
casA of General Robert 
C. Schenck. 


The case of General Scbenck and bis 
partial cure is one of the most extraor- 
dinary in the annals of medical practice. 
His ghastly pallor and his tottering gait 
struck one with awe. When apparently 
the last vestige of hope had fled, he 
took to the milk diet, and for three years 
or more he subsisted almost altogether 
on skimmed milk. General Schenok, 
now at the age of 77, looks as well as 
moat men of his age, but he realizes 
that he cannot permit himself the slight- 
est variation from bis prescribed form 
of living. 


(Tugcarora Timea-Beview.) 


The Carson Free Lance cati't under- 


stand why there should be any objection 
to W, M. Stewart for United States 
Senator upon the grounds of non-resi- 
dence. it says he was » resident of 
Carson county while it was a part of 
Utah, was District Attorney of Carson 
county in 1850, while yet under a terri- 
torial form of government, was U. S. 
Senator from Nevada from 1864 to 1875, 
has spent thousands and ten thousands 
of dollars in Nevada aud is now builJ- 
ing a $10,000 resideaoe in Carson. Ad- 
mitting all this, it is nevertheless also 
true that during his Senatorial terms he 
was scarcely ever iu the State and since 
that time has not preteudsd to main- 
tain even a constructive residence here. 
That he now proposes to gain a con- 
structive residence for the sole purpose 
of running for his old position, the edi- 
tor of the Free Lance is well aware, as 
is everybody else in the State, who 
knows anything about tho circumstan- 
ces and has the mental caliber of a short 
ueoked clam. But foi his candidacy he 
would no more think of locating in Cur- 
eon or building a residence there thaa 
he would think of opening a law office 
tit Rye Patch or Halleok Station. If he 
should be elected, it is a ten to one prop- 
osition that he would not, upend thirty 
days in the State during his uims of 
office. 
In thi« respect, it is true he 


would be but following bis own, and the 
precedent of norne of bis predecessors, 
but many of our citizens are beginning 
to think there should be a change iu 
that ;re«pect— that the position should 
be tilled by an actual and not by a con- 
structive resident — by one whose busi- 
nens is here and whose interests are 
identified with the State he is chosen, to 
represent. There is plenty of that kind 
of material in both parties, atid why 
should we not utilize it? Will the Free 
Lance deny that Mr. Stewart is ut ibe 
presnt time eligible, so far as residence j 
in concerned, to election to the Uuited 
States Senate 
from 
California, and 


he will not have to acquire even the 
right to vote in Nevada during the in- 
tervening time prior to tbe November 
election? If Mr. Stewart is to b? elect- 
ed, Jet it ba on the broad ground that he 
is batter fitted for the position, possess- 
es superior abi'ity and can more aptly 
represent the State than any other 
member of his party whose residence 
is actual and whone business or profes- 
sion requires him to spend the greater 
part of his time here. If it is only nee- 
essafy for our Senator to acquire Bach 
residence as will serve to evade the con- 
stitutional clause bearing upon th» point, 
let it be so understood, bullet there be 
no attempt to gull tbe people by claim- 
ing for Mr. Steirarl nay other than such 
resident citizenship as is necessary to 
enable him to hold his seat if elected. 
The writer of thi» was an actual resident 
of California long»r than Mr. Stewart 
claimed eveu a constructive residence 
in Nevada. H« held legislative and 
other public positions therf, and since 
he has resided twenty days iu the Gold- 
en te Mr. Stewart's one in the Silver 
State, since the latter's removal from it.

further, if the supposition is possible, 
that he possessed equal ability and hon- 
esty with Mr, Stewart. Supposing all 
of tbesw things— we would ask the edi- 
tor of the Free Lanne — how would such 
tut announcement be received by the 
people of that Congressional district? 
Would it not be hooted at in deri«iou 
and theeannouncer's name unanimously 
adopted as the quintessence- of unparal- 
leled g»ll and cheek? And yet that hy- 
pothetical proposition 
does not even 


parallel the circumstances of Mr. Slew- 
art's candidacy, for that gentleman's 
sojourn 
in Nevada would doubtless 


ceane with his election— as it wo-^ld with 
bis defeat. In the 
simplicity of our 


heart, or perhaps the obtuaeBesB of our 
SCDHSS, we can discern BO necessity for 
making a citizen to order to serve as 
United States Senator, when we have 
plenty on hand already made. Perhaps, 
however, we have none of as good ma- 
terial. In that case, it is of course wise 
policy to Bead abroad for tbe goods. 
In such an event it is to be regretted 
that the Constitution does not permit 
them to be made up where tha material 
i» obtained; It would save considera- 
ble trouble and expense to the people 
of Nevada, if the California Legislature 
was empowered to elect our Senators. 
It seems to us that it would be no great- 
er violation of the spirit of the Conuti- 
tntioa than has been practiced by Neva- 
da Legislatures in electing bogus oiti- 
eeaa to the United States 8enat». .But 
then like the Free Lance, there are 
some things which we can't understand.

A late Washington diipatch reads as 


follows: 


There is said to be a disposition on 


the part of some of tbe committees of 
the S«n«te to obtain from the depart- 
ments the original papers in support of 
persons norjaiBiited, or at least copies of 
them, and there is also said to be an 
unwiilingBeng on the part of some uem- 
b«rs of tbe Cabinet to furnish informa- 
tion of this sort, unless the Democratic 
members of the committees shull also 
indicate a desire to have tbets docu- 
ments. Should a Cabinet officer per- 
sistently refuse to submit information 
of this character to a committee of the 
Senate, the result would be very likely 
to be injurious to the chances of con- 
firmation of thu person for whone en- 
dorsement the majority of the commit- 
tee may ask. 


A oircumaUnce has just occurred 


which 01 ay tend to create some opposi- 
tion in the Senate to one particular con- 
firmation. 
Representative O'Doiinell, 


of Michigan, celled upon the PoBtniasUr-

papers which relate to appointments. 
The Republicans are' more sensitive ou 
this point, because it ban been the inva- 
riable custom, since tbe war at least, to 
permit members of both houses to ex- 
amine tfu'cb papers at their pleasure. 


MHOUL,!> lift 


The Tusoarora Times-Review says: 
It is of the utmost importance that 


tbe constitutionality of the new Judici- 
ary law should be decided bv the Su- 
preme Court in time for the people to 
vote understaudingly upon the matter 
at the next election. As it stands at 
present it will be the duty of the Gov- 
ernor and'the Boards of County Com- 
missioners to include in their proclama- 
tions the three District Judges desig- 
nated by the new Act, and unless other- 
wise decided by our highest legal tri- 
bticnl, the election will be held in ac- 
cordance therewith. In that case there 
would be Judges elected separately in 
the districts as at present constituted, 
and iu the event of the new law being 
itfterwards declared 
unconstitutional, 


there would be seven District Judge va- 
cancies, which would have to be filled 
by appointments by the Governor. This, 
of itself, is a sufficient reason why the 
law should be tested beforehand, but 
there is another which is. even more 
cogent and imperative. If tha matter is 
delayed until the three Judges are in- 
stalled, tbe uncertainty of tke legality 
of their election will render doubtful all 
proceedings in their courts, nnd in the 
•there''- than probable event cf the law 
being annulled upon a writ of quo war- 
ranto there1 would bo xto end to the con- 
fusion and complications which would 
ensue.'

A Washington dispatch of Deo. 223 


says: 


Congress has been in session two 


weeks, and has adjourned for two weeks. 
About 2,000 nominations bftva been 
plactd upon the Executive calendar of 
the Sunate, and only one confirmation 
has been made. 
Seven hundred bills 


have been presented in the Senate and 
many more have been referred to the 
committees in the House. 
One bill— 


the first to receive the signature of Presi- 
dent Cleveland—that to remove the po- 
litical disabilities of General Lawton of 
Georgia—has become a law. The com- 
mittees in tbe House, with one or Wo 
exceptions, have not been appointed. 
and tbe machinery of Congress baa not 
been fully put in motion. Yet the two 
houses will not reconvene until January 
5. rhesV circumstances, in the minds 
of many of the more thoughtful mem- 
bers, lend force to the proposition of 
Senator Elmunds that a new Congress 
ought always to assemble oh March 6, 
and organize and 'remain in aes'siom for 
a mouth or two after that date. Some 
Senators are of opinion that Congress 
should then adjourn until after tbe New 
Year, and not attempt to meet in Decem- 
ber. 
It is very seldom that any impor- 


tant legislation is accomplished until 
after the Jauhary meeting, for' it baa 
come to b* an unwritten la«r of the Re- 
public that no legislative assemblies will 
sit during tde holidays. 
Tbe Setiute 


baa adjourned without having defined 
»ny policy as to the President's nomina- 
tions. The decision of the Republican 
ouuons not to oppose them as a rule was 
subjuot to the imp >rtant qualifications 
that in all cases where changes were 
which were 
not 
merely trival are 


made there should be very careful in- 
quiry. It happens that iu the case of 
iitiarly all of tbe persona appointed to 
important offices charges have been pre- 
presrbted which are considered far from 
trivitt. Some of them, in fact, are of a 
very serious character, and if an inves- 
tigation ia to be held in each case, it is 
quite 'evident that the Senate can do 
little IJewi than to sit with closed doors 
and rfvolve itself into a general court of 
inquiry.
